Frect m figure, handsome in feature, 
and graceful in hearing, he possessed a 
magnetism of manner that was irresist­ 
ible in its charm. 
IJ o had followed the 
fortunes of Napoleon from Marengo to 
Waterloo with a zeal and fidelity that 
on more than ono occasion won tho 
highest enconium from the Emperor. 
Alter the ov erthrow' of tho colossal 
power of Napoleon, Desnonettes was 
marked for one of the v ictims of Bour­ 
bon hafe, and in the month of May , 
18 16 , lie was condemned to death, with­ 
out trial, by the second court-martial 
of the First military div ision; but in 
the meantime he had found a safe ref­ 
uge in the United States. 
The per­ 
sonal relations that ex isted between 
Napoleon and Desnonettes were of the 
most intimate natu~e. 
On the retreat 
from Moscow' they shared the same 
carriage, and when Napoleon was bid­ 
ding adieu to his sorrowing officers at 
Fontainebleau, on the ey e of his depart­ 
ure to Elba, I 10 said:

The New Y o rk papers Lave been rem ark­ 
ing that the late Frank Leslie, the well- 
known publisher, died of cancer of the 
mouth and throat. 
This is not strictly true. 
W ith Mr. Leslie there was no break of the 
skin or discharge of any sort. 
It wa< a 
cancerous growth upou the throat. 
The 
only thing apparent to the eye in his case 
was a slight swelling upon the gland of the 
neck, beneath the jaw, near the jugular 
vein. 
There was no visible breaking down 
of tissue. 
Mrs. Leslie herself told me the other day 
how her husband died. 
No detailed account 
of it had ever beon written, she said, and it 
would be of interest now because of Gen. 
G ran t’s case. 
I give the story, as far as 
m ay be, in her own clear-cut, well-chosen 
words. 
The musical voice, 
the glance of 
the eloquent eye, I can not reproduce. 
Mr. Leslie was a man of perfect physique. 
He had never suffered from an ailm ent in 
his life. 
Five weeks before his death he 
was as sound and strong, to a ll appearances, 
as any man in Am erica. 
One morning, five weeks before his death, 
Mr. Leslie said to his wife: 
“ M y collar feeh 
tight. 
Pu t your finger on m y throat, 
and 
see if there is not some kind of a swelling 
there?” 
She did so, but could find nothing. 
A few 
m ornings later he asked her again to see if 
his throat was not swelled. 
“ M y co llar 
seems to choke m e,” he said. 
This tim e she 
detected upon the neck a sm all sw elling, 
like a gland hardened and enlarged by cold. 
There was no pain, but he thought he had a 
cold, w hich had sw elled his throat. 
M rs. 
Leslie made a loop in, his collars, which let 
them out and gave m ore room. 
He w ent to 
his office every day, just as he had done for 
years. 
Three weeks before his death M rs. Leslie 
herself did not feel w ell, one m orning was a 
little dyspeptic, and proposed to consult a 
physician. 
“ Suppose you step around w ith me, and 
ask about your throat, ’’{she said. 
He agreed to do so. 
A fte r prescribing fo r 
the lady, the doctor looked a t M r. Leslie’s 
neck. 
“ Take off your coat,” he said, “and your 
vest.” 
The physician’s face was en tirely im pas­ 
sive. 
“ You m ight try e le ctricity,” 
he said. 
“ Take it three tim es on alternate days, mid 
then come back.” 
The doctor knew then 
that his patient was a doomed m an, 
but he 
said not a word. 
The Leslies thought he 
treated the m atter lig h tly. 
The days w ent on till w ith in tw o weeks of 
the day he died. 
H e and his w ife were s till 
ignorant of the doom th at hung over him . 
He began to have great d ifficu lty in sw al­ 
low ing. 
Then he said, im p atien tly: 
“M y sore throat is no better. 
The doctor 
is tam pering w ith me. 
I ’m not satisfied. 
I 
w ant a consultation—-six or eight doctors.” 
Dr. J . M arion Sim s was his personal friend 
of years 
He asked him about the consulta­ 
tion, and requested him to be present 
Dr. 
Sim s said: 
“ B y a ll means, old boy, have it if you 
lik e; as m any doctors as you w a n t” 
The consultation was held. 
Once m ore he 
rem oved his coat and vest for the doctors. 
They sounded him , 
questioned him , and 
prodded his neck and chest 
Then they 
went aside and counseled w ith one another. 
A t the end of it a ll they said not a word. 
“They sim ply looked quiet,” said Mrs. Les­ 
lie. 
It was in December. 
A few days later, 
one sleety, snowy morning, Dr. Thompson, 
the first physician who had seen the patient 
sent 
for Mrs. 
Leslie. 
A 
thought 
shot 
through her brain like a flash.” 
-It was the very first time I had an idea 
that m y husband m ight bo seriously ill. 
I 
went to the physician and said; “ Doctor, 
what did you send for me for? 
W as it 
ab.-ut Mr. Leslie?” 
“ Yes,” said he, “ it was. 
I must tell you 
that this trouble of his is of a cancerous nat­ 
ure. ” 
Mrs. Leslie held fast to the chair in which 
she sat. 
“ Do you mean that he w ill dio?” she said. 
“ Yes,” he an-.werod, “ his case is hopeless. 
I have known it from the first.” 
She visited Dr. Sims, and 
told him the 
verdict. 
“ M y poor child, I know it,” said Dr. Sims. 
‘ I Lave known it all along. 
It is not the 
di>easo itself, but the location of it which 
makes the danger so imminent. The cancer­ 
ous growth cannot bo cut out without rbk 
of severing the windpipe or jugular veiu. 
W o cannot perform an operation.” 
The physicians told her that nothing coull 
be done for him but to givo him opiate-;, 
just as they are giving them to Gen. Grant 
nou\ 
Time wont on till within ten days of 
death. 
8till ho was ignorant of his fate. 
Up to that timo he had gone to his office 
regularly. 
“ I knew he was going to die,” said Mrs. 
Leslie, “ tu t I knew not how to tell it 
His 
business was in the hands of an assignee. 
He had to compose with the creditors, and 
he, unconsciously to himsolf, 
was in the 
hand-» of death. 
A ny other misfortune than 
the last I could have borne. 
“ His appetite was good. 
He was able to 
swallow beef tea, soft-boiled eggs, aftd raw 
oyster«, 
able to take enough food to keep 
him nourished. 
He waa not emaciated, his 
strength was not weakened. 
I kept the ac­ 
counts of his illness out of the papers, so that 
be himself m ight not read how hopeless his 
case was.” 
A t last, however, it seemed necessary that 
he should know. 
In the unsettled state of 
his affairs there were a hundred things that 
he m ight wish to do, directions he would 
w ant to leave behind him , arrangem ent« for 
the future, 
and so on. 
He m ust be in ­ 
form ed. 
“ D ay and n ig h t," said M rs. Leslie, “th is 
thought waa w ith m a," how can I ta ll that 
great strong m an be m ust die?” 
M r. Leslie had a habit of pacing the floor 
•ft Gen. Grant doea He walked up and 
down in his apartment by the hour, say ing 
sometimes that be bed done so many miles 
end to many laps on tbet day . 
Finally , while tbue welkieg the floor once 
be mid to b* wife: 
"Thie doeftor 
qp no good with hie 


elixir of life. M y throat is slowly but surely 
closing up. 
W h a t shall we do?” 
“ I don’t know that we can do anything,” 
she said. 
Then she knelt down on the floor 
beside him, and told him the worst. 
He took the blow as a strong man should 
do. 
He talked over their tangled affairs 
%vith his wife, and then uttered the words 
which the world knows: 
“ Little girl, 
if there is any power by 
which after death I can come back to your 
side, I w ill do it. 
But I want you to go 
down to m y office, take charge of it, and dt 
in m y place till my debts are paid.” 
A fter that there* was nothing for it but to 
be as comfortable as possible aud w ait for 
the end. 
Tho day he died he arose early in the 
morning and dressed him self, to the last 
minutia, carefully, 
as was bis wont. 
He 
had had sis hours’ sleep the attendant said. 
“ But I don't feel refreshed after it, some­ 
how," he told his wife, “and I haven’t any 
appetite. 
I think I took so much foed la>t 
night that I am not hungry this morning.” 
Mr-. Leslie was obliged to go out on bu-i- 
nev, 
She went to the publishing house, and 
wa busy throughout the morning. 
A t 2 
o’clock she received a telegram to come 
home at once. 
“ I know what it meant,” she said. 
She 
hastened homo with all speed. 
Mr. Leslie 
appeared to be sleeping quietly, with noth­ 
ing alarming in his appearance. 
She turned 
to the nurse: 
-W hy did you send for mo like that?” she 
asked. 
“ You drove me almost mad.” 
A little while before her husband had un­ 
dressed himself with his own hands and 
gone to bed. 
It was the first time since his 
illness. 
As he lay down he said to the 
nur*e: 
“ U tt’s come.” 
Mrs. Leslie went to the bed, w itli her bon­ 
net on still. 
Her face was 
flushed from 
the rapid walkiug. 
She roused her hus­ 
band. 
“ \V hat is the m atter?” she asked him. “ Do 
you feel worse?” 
He raised his eyes to her 
flushed face and smiled. 
“ How pretty you 
look,” he said. 
Those were his last words. 
H e sank into 
unconsciousness, and breathed more * and 
softly, till about 6 o’clock, when he was no 
more. 
The pressure of the sw elling upon his 
w indpipe caused a gradual and progressive 
im perfect aeration of the blood, and the ef­ 
fect produced was as if he had taken a n ar­ 
cotic. 
He became slow ly stupefied. In th at 
w ay he passed aw ay w ithout a struggle or a

They are run d own in to the water trough, 
used for an imals, so that the thirsty trav ­ 
eler can n ot there quen ch his or her 
thirst. T he T e l e g r a p h con sid ers this a 
small piece of busin ess an d it refers to it 
on ly because the prin ters of the S u n of­ 
fice are v ery much in con v en ien ced by 
this selfishn ess. Our belov ed con tempo­ 
rary, the S u n , 
recen tly mov ed its office 
an d placed it n ear that public foun tain so 
that the prin ters might hav e plen ty of 
water to wash their han d s, an d tawels an d 
type, an d keep scale an as possible; an d 
n ow to be cut off in such a shabby man ­ 
n er is n ot d ecen t treatmen t.

Secon d street. 
It is a shame that a mod ­ 
est con cern should be so abused .

Equestrianism has g ro wn po pular within 
a few y ears, and the number o f peo ple who 
ride no w reg ularly ift the park is v ery 
larg e. 
A larg e 
majo rity o f the riders 
are o ut-fo r-a-ho liday y o ung men, who ride 
with ro und sho ulders and bo wed head3 and 
g rin perpetually as they g o thro ug h the 
park. 
There are also many thin faced men, 
who are ev idently riding fo r their health. 
They n o v e alo ng slo wly , and seem to find 
g reat enjo y ment in watching the o ccupants 
o f the carriag es as they whirl by . 
Then 
there are the sto ut o ld g entlemen, who 
puff 
as 
audibly 
as 
the 
ho rses, and 
the v ery pro per and picturesque y o ung 
man o f fashio n. 
The latter is usually a 
member o f so me hunt club, and his co stume 
is usually the result o f y ears o f study and 
care. 
He iqv ariably rides well, and his 
ho rse is a beauty . 
No t infrequently g ro ups 
o f twenty o r thirty ho rsemen 
in the unifo rm 
o f o ne o f the hig her class riding scho o ls o r 
the fatig ue dress o f the huzzars mo v e alo ng 
thro ug h the cro wd. 
But by far the mo st-jMsrestiug o f them all 
wear lo w Derby hats and blue o r black rid­ 
ing habits. Their skirts are made ex tremely 
sho rt no waday s, the tailo r-made co stumes 
fit clo se to the fig ure, aud 
a ty pical and well- 
built New Yo rk g irl o n a tho ro ug hbred 
ho rse is mo re admiring ly stared 
at than any 
o ne else who enters the park. 
Nearly all 
the g irls ride hard and fast» They seldo m 
v enture into the driv e, but they are to be 
seen dashing alo ng the bridle-path at a 
hard 
g allo p. 
The wide po pularity o f the ex ercise is o f 
v ery recent g ro wth. 
It is o nly a few y ears 
ag o that the peo ple who ro de fo rmed 
a v ery 
small pro po rtio n o f tho se who entered the 
po rk. 
No w nearly ev ery bo dy ride-. 
In the 
mo rning it is the custo m fo r business men 
to take a jo lt thro ug h the park befo re break­ 
fast, and there is a brig ade o f them o ut 
abo ut 7 
o ’clo ck lo o king 
fo r 
appetites. 
Many amateur athletes, who y ears ag o made 
it a po int to g et up in the mo rning and take 
a spin in a shell o n the Harlem riv er befo re 
breakfast, hav e co mpro mised o n 
a canter 
thro ug h the park. 
The number o f wo men who handle the 
reins has also g reatly increased. 
While it 
is easy eno ug h fo r a wo man, o r a child fo r 
that matter, to driv e a tractable ho rse in 
the co untry o r a small city , it is ex tremely 
dang ero us in New Yo rk. 
The driv ing is 
fast aud cro wded in the park o r up the ro ad 
a t 5 o 'clo ck, and a wo man who co n take a 
ho rse g ro und the ro ute and return in g o o d 
o rderliua t be a capital whip. 
Co achmen 
hav e ^pro v erbia l dislike fo r wo mo n driv ers 
and they iuq>ede them and anno y them as 
much as po ssible when 
the o ppo rtunity 
« o ccurs. 
Nev ertheless, there are a do zen o r mo re 
wo men in No w Yo rk who driv e ev ery day 
and who handle their ho rses with co nsum­ 
mate skill. 
They are all the wiv es o f mil­ 
lio naires and nearly all o f them driv e carts 
o r g ig s. 
The bug g y is quite tabo o ed. 
They 
sit erect, square sho uldered and alert, with 
their h e a d s well up in the air and their el­ 
bo ws ut their sides. 
Occasio nally ano ther 
wo man is with them, but nev er a man. 
A 
small Eng lish tig er in irrepro achable 
E n g­ 
lish liv ery sits with his arms fo lded like a 
wax fig ure behind.
